Competition thus arises be- 
tween the sellers as to who can of- 
fer the best goods or can put them 
up in the most attractive fashion. 
So from the market characteristic 
of the fair grew the idea of com- 
petition. And though the buying 
and selling has disappeared, the 
competition continues. To take 
the place of the inducement offer- 
ered by buyers looking for the 
best, the fair managers have adopt- 
ed the plan of giving prizes to en.

As Canada has but 
one grain law covering the entire 
Dominion, it almost goes withou 
saying that it will be impossible 
to change the Grain act materially 
from its present form; therefore, 
the whole question reverts to a 
matter of the erection of a “bulk 
storage in Vancouver before any 
large quantity of grain can be 
shipped for export via that port. 

“Now please don’t confuse this 
with the idea of shipping grain 
from Vancouver ‘in sacks. It 
makes no difference whether the 
grain leaves Vanoouver in sacks 
or in bulk; the bulk storage is re- 
quired for the housing of the bulk 
grain that is shipped from interior 
points. This is the point that has 
not been ‘well understood by the 
publio generally, and even the rail. 
way Officials have not seemed to 
grasp the situation, but it is gen- 
erally conceded by every grain- 
man who has had any experience 
in connection with the western 
shipments by way of Vancouver 
that bulk storage is absolutely es- 
sential to accomplish results.
